ists struggle on year after year, hardly 
ies ing upon more than one good crop out 
of every three, and where prices are constant- 
iy tluctuating ; where early frost nips their 
fruit before it is all marketed; where mildew 
cuts short the health and productiveness of 
their vines, and a score of discouragements, 
which forma remarkable contrast with the 
ease of the California grower; and yet we 
would hardly exchange places with him. 
Where grapes thrive with such abundance 
they are too cheap to be profitable. I sup- 
pose the average profits per acre of grapes on 
the entire Pacitic Coast is $60 per annum; and 
yet how common it is for our Eastern vine- 
sards to yield from $200 to $500 per acre. 
‘We suppose an acre of Concords, in full bear- 
ing, will not fall below $100 nct; while at the 
low price of ten cents per pound they 
will more often yield $200 to $300. 
At alittle distance from the college itself 
is the enclosure containing the pear orchard 
we have referred to. Here are now 600 trees, 
of about sixty years of age, laden down with 
the most astonishing crop of pears we ever 
beheld. The trees, although old, would 
average about thirty fect in hight, and have 
adiameter of ten to fifteen feet across the 
branches. All of these trees would average 
about a foot in diameter of the trunk, and we 
estimated a safe capacity of five to ten bushels 
to cach tree, while on many the production 
would be fully five barrels. Years ago, when 
fruit culture was not as widely extended as 
new, the produce of this orchard brought an 
annual income to the college of over $24,000; 
but now, so plentiful and cheap are fruits of 
all descriptions, the best terms of sale 
last year could hardly reach above $100, and 
thousands of bushels were left to rot on the 
ground or fed to the hogs. We estimated 
at least 5,000 bushels of prime fruit upon the 
trees at the time of our visit, and, if it could 
have enjoyed a market like New York, the 
towest value we could have placed upon it 
would have been $10,000. It is now a worth. 
leas property as a productive investment, and 
already 200 trees bave been cut down, prepara- 
tory to the devotion of the land to other pur- 
poses. The varieties we noticed most freely 
grown are the Easter Beurre, Bergamot» 
Madeleine, President, Bartlett, Clairgeau, 
with a few more of our most popular Eastern 
sorts. The President pear is perhaps the 
most productive of all, the branches hanging 
down completely covered with specimen pears 
of fine size and color. The pear, as a fruit, 
is quite as successful here as the grape. Ali 
varicties do well. The California horticul- 
turist has none of the anxieties we Eastern 
fruit-growers feel whenever we make our 
selection of varieties. With us, we are fearful 
of the blight, or anxious as to climate, soil, 
and popular preferences in the market; but in 
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California the grower sticks his graft upon his

Every variety succeeds, and only needs 
careful planting and culture.

ORNAMENTAL GARDENS. 

Amost delightful excursion was provided 
for us by Professor Carr and wife, of the new 
Agricultural College of California, at Oakland. 

Place is to San Francisco what our Fifth 
Avenue and Central Park are to New York. 
The residences of the richest merchants are 
found here; the best gardens and ornamental 
grounds, and finest specimens of rural arch- 
itecture. A ferry of only six miles across the 
bay connects the two cities, and Oakland is 
Practically a large and wealthy suburb of San 

cisco. General Kirkham’s place first 
attracts our attention. Here aré two fine 
Specimens of the Century Plant, growing in 
the open air, one of them ten ycars old, 
Stretching its long flowers-talks thirty-five 
feet high, just ready to bloom. 

On each side of the path stand, like senti. 
nels, two noble specimens of the Monterey 
Cypress, trimmed os pyramids, and nearly 
twenty-five feet in hight. This is the great 
Ornamental evergreen of the coast. It thrives 
everywhere ag finely as our Norway Spruce 
here; but is far more vigorous and forms a 
wore perfect, compact pyramid. A fine tree 
°f the Pinus insignis, and also one of the 
Acacia, attract our ‘notice; the latter being

we felt that, while we 
might cnvy the mere profusion of their fruit 
products, still we felt better satisfied than 
ever with our own Eastern advantages of 


the Eucalyptus, which here has a large, 
broad, silky leaf while young, and gives a 
very ornamental appearance to a long avenue 
of them; but in its fifth year it shoots up- 
ward in majestic branches, and its leaves 
dwindle down to a lanceolate, narrow form, 
and lose all beauty—they become mere 
threads in comparison with their former lux- 
uriance. Still it is a rapid-growing tree, often 
attaining in eight years a hight of forty feet, 
and unexcelled in value as a timber tree, 
Prof. Carr says it would be a most profitable 
undertaking simply to plant waste fields in 


| purposes exclusively ; and in less than fifteen 

years every acre would be worth a small for- 

tune. 

In the grounds of a lady (Mrs. J. M. M.) 

we beheld the finest attempt at ornamental 

gardening upon the coast. The gardens are 

directly in the rear of her residence, and there 

is no entrance save through the front-door of 

hermansion. Upon the piazza we see arbor 

after arbor covered with the most wonderful 
profusion of climbing vines. Heliotropes 

seem to have overrun their bounds, and 
clamber up ten, fifteen, or twenty feet, and 

stretch out on each side. A single fachsia 
covers a trellis 8 feet by 10. A lemon 

geranium stands up like a large shrub eight 
feet high. A wisteria rambles all over the 
end of the portico, and displays its drooping 

clusters with elegant luxuriance. Here is a 
Mexican cactus, nine feet high; and gerani- 

ums ofall descriptions are one mass of 
bloom (one of the flowers measuring fifteen 
inches in circumference). In our own home 
gardens our lady gardeners are entranced if 
they succeed in producing one or two fine 
flowers; but what would they say if they 
could see, as we did, the geraniums running 
like wild vines, covering the fences six, 
eight, and ten feet higb, and bearing hun- 
dreds of the most intensely scarlet flowers. . 
California can never be exceeded by any other’ 
part of the United States for such displays as 
these. 

In the garden of the same lady is a Chi- 
nese dwarf tree, sixty years old, and yet less 
than two feet high; while here and there are 
interspersed beautiful trees and shrubs of 
highest ornamental character. This place, 
has been developed to its present taste in 
only seven years; yet many of the trees ap-, 
pear to be double that age, and some upward 
of thirty or more feet in hight. The rapid- 
ity of growth of all kinds of vegetation seems 
beyond our belief. 

In the grounds of the Agricultural College 
there have been some attempts made at the 
planting of an arboretum; and, although the 
foundations of the building have just been 
laid, still many of the trees have been planted 
several years and are growing finely. We 
notice the free use of the Eucalyptas, which 
sometimes attains a hight of twenty-five feet 
in three years. The Honey Locust, too, is 
used everywhere for street planting, and 
forms a beautiful, regular tree, but not of very 
large size. The California Laurel is alsoa 
beautiful tree, of small, deep-green, tough 
leaf; but forms a large expanding head, and is 
green from one year’s end to the next. Our 
Eastern Elms and Maples are used but little, 
and do not seem to relish their hot, dry 
climate. 

The houses of Oakland are built of timber. 
of the Red Wood tree, which is cut in a pe- 
culiar way, 80 as to resemble building-blocke. 
We witnessed more tasteful architectural 
effects in one short ride through Oakland 
than in any other city of the same size we 
ever visited.

JAPANESE AGRICULTURE. 


A CORRESPONDENT of The Boston Traveller 
says: ‘‘ The agriculture of the Japanese has 
been an interesting study for me all along 
the route. 
perfection some kinds of agriculture have 
been brought, and perhaps equally wonder- 
ful bow little bas been donein some other 
departments. 
staple; and I have seen thousands of acres 
used for its cultivation since we left Kan- 
agawa. They are preparing the ground now, 
by drawing off or letting on the wateras the 
soil demands, and ploughing or ‘treading 
up’ the mucky soil. Manure of every kind 


reduced by mixing to a liquid state, is swashed 
over the field with a ladle. One man we saw 


to look at his agricultural instruments. 


angle of about forty-five degrees. On the 
end of this share was asmall piece of iron 
plate tied on. The plough was drawn bya 
horse, harnessed with straw ropes, and always 
worked tothe beam. Some of the ploughs 
have an upright, by which the driver steadies 
its motion, but the plough we saw ‘ worked 
itself,’ with only slight assistance from the 
owner’s foot. They havea great variety of 
hoes and spades ; but those we saw were very 
similar to those used by the negroes on 
Southern plantations. The crop of rice is 
enormous, and must yield double the 
amount to the acre that does the rice 
raised in South Carolina. Every. plant 
is cared for from the time it is trans- 
planted until it is cut and whipped ont. 
And so with their potatoes, wheat, corn, mil- 
let, and beans, which will account for the 
enormous crops they sometimes raise from a 
smnall piece of land. So well acquainted have 
these farmers become with the effect of dif- 
ferent soils on the same plant that they are 
said on good authority to be able to mixa 
second pot of soil of just the same strength 
of the first, if nothing but the plant taken 
from the first be shown them. This much I 
have seen myself. Half a dozen pots of 
flowers from different couxties, and haying 
the soil of the country from which they came, 
were set before a professional Japancse horti- 
culturist for his examination. Then the pots 
were removed, andsamples of the soil of each 
and leaves from each shrub brought in and 
arranged with the intention of deceiving him. 
The question was then asked him: ‘ Which 
paper of soilcame from the pot where this 
leaf grew? He looked closely at the leaf, 
and, after examining the papers of soil, picked 
out the right one, without a single mistake. 
If a Japanese were to steal rice or wheat 
straw, the owner, ifan expert, could in this 
way identify his grain; showing that his soil, 
as the straw would show, was the soil in 
which it grew. 

“‘T have read in books and correspondence 
that the vegetables and fruit of Japan were 
tasteless. But, with the exception of the 
pears and a peculiar kind of turnip, I bave 
seldom eaten better fruit or vegetables. The 
oranges, to my taste, are more delicious than 
those of Messina or California.’ 





CLASSIFICATION OF BREEDS OF 
FOWLS. 


Mr. James H. Fry furnishes the Aserican 
Agriculturist with the subjoined condensed 
classification of the various breeds of poul- 
try, which classification the editor of the 
journal named is disposed to regard as ‘‘in 
the main, doubtless, correct’: 
A—Prolific Layers.—Hamburgs, 
Leghorns, Polands. 

B—Rapid Flesh Makers.—1. La Fleche, | 
Hondans, Crevecceur, and Dorkings; these 
four varieties are the true table-birds. 2 
Cochins and Brahmas; these are more mus- 
cular and more heavily framed than the four 
varieties first named under this head, and 
their flesh is not so white and juicy, hence we 
class them as inferior in this point. 
C—Omamental.—Bantams, Silkies, Sultans, 
Rumpkess, etc. 

D—Non-sitters,—Houdans, Creveceur, La 
Fleche, Spanish, Polands, Hamburgs, Leg-

woe Bitters. —Cochine, Brahmas, Dorkings, 
Games. 

F—Domestic and Qutet.—Brahmas and 
Cochins. These birds are very sluggish in 
temperament, and can be penned in with a 
fence three feet high. 

G—Active and Vivacious.—1. Hamburgs 
and Games. A fence twelve feet high will not 
restrain these varieties when startled. 2. 
Spanish, Leghorns, Dorkings, and the French 
varieties. All of these will require a high 
fence to keep them in, though the Dorkings 
and French fowls, being heavy birds, cannot 
rise upon the wings as = as the Spanish 
and Leghorns. 

H—Hardy.—1. Brahmas. These birds seem 
to endure the coldest weather without injury. 
2. Houdans, Hamburgs, Crevecaur, Spanish, 
and Leghorns. Except that their combs are 
liable to be frozen, the birds under this ¢ec- 
ond division bear exposure well in winter.

TRAINING VINES OVER 
WINDOWS. 


A apy writer to the Rural New Yorker 
asks why people, both in city and country, do 
not train vines over their windows. ‘‘ What 
is more beautiful than green leaves falling 
around the casement in graceful festoons? 
Grape-vines clambering over a trellis are very 
fine; but, ifa grape-vine is out of the ques- 
tion, the next best thing isa hop-vine, that 
being free from the objectionable creepers 
that push out from woodbines and attach 
themselves to clapboards and shingles. I 
have a luxuriant hop-vine now, which re- 
quires no care save a dish of suds poured up- 
on it occasionally, that completely shades two. 
of my kitchen windows; and the cool tendrils 
cling so closely to the house, with the aid of 
a friendly nail and string here and there, that 
it makes closing the windows, even in a 
storm or shower, wholly unnecessary, secur- 
ing capital ventilation of the room both day- 
time and night. And there is such a silky, 
sociable rustle of the leaves all day that I 
like to sit close up to them and listen to what 
they say, as I havea notion that everything 
has a voice and language of its own. Then 
fill a few vases with roses, and place them out 
on the window-sill; and the green background 
makes a delightful, reviving picture.”’ 

Another very pretty vine is the Sweet 
Potato. Plant a tuber in pure sand or 
sandy loam ina hanging-basket, and water 
occasionally. It will throw out tendrils and 
beautiful leaves,’and climb freely over the 
arms of the basket and upward toward the 
top of the window. Not one visitor in a 
bundred will know it, and suppose it is 
some rare and foreign plant.

WINTER-BLOOMING PINKS. 


Here is a great addition to our house- 
plants, blooming from October to May. To 
manage them, take cuttings in September or 
October, cutting through a joint to insure 
striking ; insert them in pots of sandy loam, 
and put them into a cold frame. Before win- 
tersets in remove them to the green-house 
or parlor window. After the roots have 
formed, pot them off into single pots. By 
April they will bave made strong growth, 
when the middle shoot should be cut back, 
which will cause the plant to spread out at 
the base and become bushy. 

This nipping back of the shoots is perhaps 
the most important part of their treatment, 
the neglect of which accounts for the scanty 
bloom seen in some cases. When they have 
made a new growth of an inch or so, they 
should be shifted to six-inch pots, the soil 
being composed of woods-earth, sand, and 
old hot-bed manure. When all danger of 
frost is over, the pots should be plunged i in 
the open garden. As the stems grow, break 
offall but four, and tie these up to stakes. 
By September flower-buds will appear, when 
the pots should be lifted, and allowed to stand 
a week or 60 ina half-shaded place, prior to 
their removal to the house. They will then 
bloom for several months, and will repay all 
trouble by their fragrance and perpetual 
flowering.— Rural American.

No 
class surpassés them in splendor, perfection, 
brilliancy, and variety of colors. 

La Su is a magnificent class, with 
large flowers and double to the center, the 

outer petals finely imbricated and of great 
substance. ‘The Early-flor wering Dwarf Chrys- 
anthemum Aster is one of the most desirable 
varieties we haye ever grown. They attain a 
bight of eight to twelve incnes, and produce 
clusters of large double flowers, of all the 
colors of the other classes. To have asters 
in perfection, the ground should be made 
mellow and rich toa good depth. The tall 
varieties should stand about one foot apart 
and the dwarf sorts six inches.

MR. BOUTWELL AND THE FUND- 


ING BILL. 


Mr. Bourwet1 has notified the public 
that he is now ready to carry into effect 
the act approved July 14th, 1870, for the 


aldebt. This act provides for the issue 
of three classes of bonds: first, $200,- 

000,000 of five per cent. bonds, redeemable 
at the pleasure of the Government after 
ten years; secondly, $300,000,000 of four 
and a half per cent. bonds, redeemable 
after fifteen years; thirdly, $1,000,000,000 
of four per cent. bonds, redeemable after 
thirty years. These bonds may be sold 
for not less than par for gold or ex- 
changed at par for six per cent. Fiye- 
Twenties. They are made payable, inter- 
est and principal, in “coin of the present 
standard value”. may be issued in denom- 
inations of $50,or any multiple of this 
sum. They are to be exempted from 
taxes or duties, whether by the United 
States or any state, municipal, or local 
authority; and this condition is to be 
expressed on the face of the bonds. 

According to the terms of the act, they 
stipulate no definite time when they shall 
become actually payable. In the event 
of their sale for coin at par, the proceeds 
are tobe applied to the redemption of 
Five-Twenty bonds at par, so that there 
shall be no-increase of the bonded debt of 
the United States by their issue. Both 

principal and interest are made payable at 

the Treasury of the United States. 

These are the features of the act author- 
izing the issue. Mr. Boutwell proposes to 
designate banks and responsible bankers 
to negotiate the loan, allowing them a 
commission on the amount negotiated 

The main object to be gained is a reduc- 
tion in the rate of interest on the largest 
part of the national debt. Can this be 
realized in the present condition of the 
market, with the premium on gold at 
about 14 per cent. in currency, six per 
cent. Five-Twenties at about 110 in cur- 
rency, and five per cent. Ten-Forties at 
about 106 in currency? We do not sup- 
pose that Mr. Boutwell expects at once to 
negotiate any large amounts of this loan, 
either by sale or exchange, until the pre- 
mium on gold shall be so reduced, or the 
market value of Five-Twenties so in- 
creased, as to bring the latter to par in 
coin—the point where they stood the first 
week in July, just on the eve of war in 
Europe. But for this war, which has re- 
sulted in a partial renewal of the gold 
speculation, and a temporary depression 
of American securitics, Five-Twenties 
would probably have been above par by 
this time. As it is, they are slowly recu- 
perating; and, unless some powerfully 
adverse influence shall affect the market, 
the time is not distant when the funding 
process may go into effect with increasing 
and, as we believe, ultimately with com- 
plete success. 

Congress was financially wise in passing 
abill for refunding the national debt; and 
Secretary Boutwell evinces the skill of a 
good financier in taking the proper steps 
to offer the new loan to the market. We 
anticipate that the banks will soon be in- 
clined tochange their present bonds for 
the five per cents. of the new loan in the 
first instance ; and, when these shall be ex- 
hausted, for the four and a half per cent. 
bonds. By far the largest part of the Five- 
Twenty bonds is held abroad, and will be 
likely to remain there, as the Dest invest- 
ment of foreign capital; and the continn- 
ance of the debt-paying policy is constant- 
ly decreasing these bonds in the home 
market, and at the same time appreciating 
all kinds of Government securities. The 
general course of the market is unques- 
tionably working in the direction of im- 
proved credit, and has been ever since 
General Grant came into power. This 
must at length make the funding idea an 
entirely practicable theory. 

The exemption of the new bonds from 
all kinds of taxation makes them anything 
but an objectionable security to hold, es- 
pecially to those who live in cities, where 
personal property, including all state and 
corporate bonds, is subjected to a local tax 
ranging from two to four per cent. This 
must commend the new bonds to trust and 
insurance companies, as well as to private 
capitalists who are secking a long and safe 
investment. Their negotiable character 
will add to their value. On the whole, we 
wish well to the scheme of funding, asa 
good idea in itself, and also one that has a 
fair promise of demonstrating its own 
practicability. 








OUR PATENT SYSTEM. 


Tus Constitution invests Congress with

was $824,330 57. ‘To this add the.surplus 
of last year above expenses, and we have 
$581,045 64 as the balance in the Treasury 
to the credit of this fund on the Ist of 
January, 1870. This accumulation arises 
from fees charged for the examination of 
inventions and the issuing of patents there- 
for; and,inasmuch as these fees are not 
regarded in the light of a compensation to 
the Government for “ the exclusive right,” 
but are simply intended to cover the neces- 
sary expenscs of the office, such a surplus 
proves that the rate of patent fees should 
be reduced. The system ought to be 
made as cheap to inventors as is prac- 
ticable in consistency with its being con- 
ducted by competent hands. We see no 
reason for the accumulation of a surplus 
that operates as an unnecessary tax upon 
invention, and is hence calculated to de- 
feat the very end sought by a patent 
office. 

It is a noticeable feature, appearing in 
the last report of the Patent Office Com- 
missioner, that during the year 1869 there 
was an unusually large number of applica- 
tions for patents from the Southern States. 
This increase of applications, without any 
parallel in the previous history of these 
states, shows that the new system of labor 
there adopted has given an impulse to the 
spirit of invention.

contribution has in this way been been 
made to the facility, rapidity, and cheap- 
ness of industrial production. The brains 
of the inventor have added immensely to 
the material wealth of the American 
people. No other country has grown so 
rapidly in the invention and improvement 
of useful arts. Those who died fifty years 
ago would be not a little astonished could 
they now behold the power of industry as 
compared with what it was im their day. 
There has been a vast reduction in the 
amount of labor and time necessary to the 
same quantity of production. 





MONEY MARKET.

The rates of interest on call loans have 
been from 4 to 6 per cent., on the last day 
of the week money was freely offered to 
the brokers at 4 to 5 percent. on call; but 
on Thursday there was a sudden move- 
ment which seemed to indicate an attempt 
to make a temporary tight money market, 
in connection with an effort to put up 
gold. Money loaned at 7 per cent. ; but 
the payment next day by the Treasury 
Department of over two millions for the 
purchase of 5-20s for the Sinking Fund 
brought down the rates to 4 and 5 per 
cent. 
Gold has been very sharply handled by 
the “ bulls,’ who make out in the middle 
of the week to force up the price to 1144, 
sales for cash gold being made as high as 
1143. The price at the close was 118}. 
But it is difficult to force gold up beyond 
its present price; and it would fall much 
lower, but for the large “short” inter- 
est, which compels the “ bears ” to be bor- 
rowers, and makes it more profitable for 
the holders to lend their gold than to sell 
it. A large part of the gold now on the 
street belongs to Canada bankers, and is 
liable at any time to be withdrawn. 
The stock market has been strong dur- 
ing the week, but without any special 
movement, except in Western Union Tel- 
egraph, which has been carried up ten per 
cent. by a new party which has gone into 
the direction. The Western Union passed 
the last dividend, and the stock was sell- 
ing at about 31, when the new partly took 
it in hand and run it up to 418 

The rest of the speculative stocks have 
all been strong under an advance of 4 to 1 
percent. Pacific Mail has been put up 
about 3 per cent., and there are predic- 
tions of higher prices; but on what the 
calculations are based is not so clear. 

Wabash, Rock Island, the Northwestern 
stocks, St. Paul, Hannibal and St. Joseph, 
Lake Shore, and the Vanderbilts have 
been higher; but the appearances do not 
indicate many outside operations. The so- 
called cliques have done most of the buy- 
ing and selling among themselves. 





DRY GOODS. 


TRE general market has been quiet, and 
the business of the week has been some- 
thing less than was expected; but there has 
been considerable excitement among the 
jobbers and commission houses, in conse- 
quence of a raid upon the agents of cer- 
tain mills by two or three of the large 
jobbers, who have attempted to break the 
price of domestic cottons, which, it is 
claimed, are selling higher than the price 
of the raw material will justify. On this 
point there is a wide difference of opinion 
between the manufactures and the 
jobbers. The former insist that they 
would be ruined by any reduetion in 
the price of the goods, while the 
jobbers say that, owing to the ill-judged 
obstinacy of the manufacturers in keeping 
up rates, New York has lost this Fall a 
large amount of trade.

The stock in first hands is 
considerably reduced and prices are firm- 
ly maintained. 

Fiannels are selling by the single pack- 
age to keep up assortment, but prices are 
unchanged. 


FOREIGN GOODS. 


There is less activity in foreign goods, 
except for a few specialties in silks and 
worsteds. The importations are begin- 
ning to fall off, and the prospects of an in- 
definite continuation of the war are be- 
ginning to work a conviction in the minds 
of both importers and jobbers that there 
will be a deficient supply of French and 
German goods next spring, with consider- 
ably enhanced prices. There has been no 
sudden advance in prices of staple goods, 
but the tendency is to higher rates. 

The imports of dry goods at this port 
for the week show a falling off from those 
of last week, but they are in excess of the 
receipts for the corresponding period in 
either of the two preceding years.

GENERAL MARKET REPORT.

BREADSTUFFS.—We have to note a 
good degree of activity in our Wheat market 
during the week and considerable irregularity 
in prices. The advance at Liverpool and Glas- 
gow caused a more general demand; but the 
liberal arrivals, a decided advance in freights, 
large receipts at lake ports, and a further de- 
cline in exchange have served to neutralize the 
favorable European advices, and there is littiec 
changes in quotations. The extreme prices 
insisted on have prevented the filling of many 
orders, and the exports of the week show a 
decided falling off, being only 292,242 bushels, 
against 598,772 bushels for the corresponding 
week last year. The important advance at 
Liverpool of 4d. per cental during the week 
has failed to stimulate prices here, though 
we have had more activity, mainly for ship- 
ment. Millers have confined their purchases 
largely to White. This closes firm, though not 
plenty. At the close, under more favor- 
able advices from Liverpool and a very 
active demand for Spring mainly, prices ad- 
vanced 2@8 cts. per bushel. The sales of 
the week are 971,000 bushels. The strong 
feeling that has characterized our market for 
the low grades of Flour has become more 
noticeable ; the limited arrivals and moderate 
stock in store have induced holders to insist 
onsome advance almost daily.

THE PRISON CONGRESS. 
BY REV. FRED. H. WINES. 


To Taz Epiror or Tne INDEPENDENT: 

You ask me for a brief account of the 
proceedings of the National Congress on 
Penitentiary and Reformatory Discipline, 
which assembled in Cincinnati, on 
Wednesday, the twelfth of October, and 
continued in session until the evening of 
Tuesday, the eighteenth. How to begin, 
what to leave out, and where to leave off 
we points not easy to determine, I assure 
you. The labor of preliminary preparation 
was great, the attendance large, the papers 
wlid, the interest sustained to the close, 
md the present and prospective fruits 
worth more than all the effort and pecu- 
diary cost. 

First as to the attendance. There were 
two hundred and thirty delegates present. 
They came from Canada, from South 
America, and from twenty-two states of 
the Union, including Maine, California, 
ad South Carolina. Among them were 
two governors (Hayes of Ohio and Baker 
of Indiana), both noble men, one ex- 
governor (Haines of New Jersey), also a 
noble man, fourteen wardens, twenty- 
three superintendents of reform schools, 
fourteen chaplains, five prison-surgcons, 
tod four matrons, There are in the United 
Btates forty stute-prisons, twenty-five 
houses of correction, and thirty reform 
«hools. Of these there were represented 
inthe congress state-prisons twenty-one, 
Houses of correction eight, reform schools 
wenty.. Besides these, four . prison com- 
Missions, five prison. associations, two 
Wcial science associations, and six state 
boards of public’ charity sent representa- 
ives, Ten governors who could not at- 
‘ud were represented by deputies. The 
versonnel of the congress was tine. 

Hon. Speaker Blaine having been pre- 
fented from fulfilling his engagement to 
reside over the congress, by the death of 
tis friend and neighbor, Gov. Cony, an 
*rganization was effected by the election of 
Gov. Hayes as permanent chairman, with 
* long list of vice-presidents. The Rev. 
Dr. Peirce, of New York; Z. R. Brock- 
‘way, of Michigan; Rev. A. G. Byers, of 

hio; and Rev. Joshua Coit, of Massaehu- 
fetts, were chosen secretaries, and Charles 
F. Coffin, of Indiana, treasurer. Funds 
Were raised for the payment of expenses 
by an assessment on each state repre- 
‘ented. The expense of the hall in which 
the congress met was generously borne 
by the citizens of Cincinnati.
